U.S. Probe 
Tenants of the Reservation, at 
.a meeting held Friday night at 
the recreation hall of "Taylor 
Trailer Park, asked for a con­ 
gressional investigation of In­ 
dian affairs in southern Cali­ 
fornia. 
This action was taken, accord­ 
ing to Temporary Chairman 
George Prosser, because there 
are currently so many things 
pending which are detrimental 
to the Indians and tenants of 
Indian-owned lands. 
HE CITED the current plan of 
Congress to release all control 
over Indian lands, and the 
recent lav suit which resulted 
in a court sale of Indian land 
November 20 to satisfy lawyers’ 
fees.Another meeting is planned 
for next Friday night, at :hc 
recreation hall, at which time 
officers of the group will be 
elected and a definite plan of 
action adopted, Henry Harris, 
assistant area director of Indian 
Affairs, Sacramento, will he in­ 
vited to attend. 
Two topics selected hy the 
group for discussion are: "Are 
secure leases possible?,” and 
“Are representatives you elect 
serving you or hig interests who 
have thousands of dollars for 
lobbying?" 
THE 75 PERSONS present Fri 
day voted to have each indi­ 
vidual write local, state and 
national representatives, e x ­ 
pressing his views on current 
problems.
